SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  social  conditions  have  been  improving  steadily 
if  somewhat  slowly  for  the  past  ten  years,  but  during  the 
past  two  years  a  much  more  rapid  rate  of  improvement  has 
to  be  recorded.  Since  the  advent  of  the  scheme  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  amelioration 
of  overcrowding,  a  tremendous  impetus  has  been  given  to 
house  building,  and  our  district  is  well  to  the  fore  with  its 
3  year’s  scheme.  The  second  year  has  been  well  completed 
and  good  progress  made  with  the  third  year’s  programme. 
Approximately  110  houses  have  been  built  by  the  Local 
Authority  in  the  last  two  years.  In  addition  about  170 
houses  have  been  built  by  private  enterprise.  One  of  the 
worst  features  of  our  social  conditions  for  years  past  has 
been  overcrowding,  even  although  probably  not  to  the  degree 
that  obtains  in  many  parts  of  the  country.  This  has  now 
been  tackled  in  a  thorough  fashion  commensurate  with  its 
importance,  and  a  comprehensive  survey  was  made,  when  It 
was  found  that  190  houses  were  overcrowded,  involving  965 
persons.  This  will  be  effectively  dealt  with  by  the  Council’s 
re-housing  scheme  now  in  progress.  There  has  been  no 
instance  of  any  house  being  again  overcrowded  since  the 
Local  Authority  took  steps  to  have  this  abated. 
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Cancer  and  the  Death  Rate. 

Attention  may  be  called  here  to  the  high  death  rate, 
and  one  of  its  chief  causes,  namely  Cancer.  The  death  rate 
from  this  cause  is  rising  steadily  all  over  the  country.  Out 
of  176  deaths  in  our  district  in  1937,  23  were  caused  by 
Cancer,  that  is  1  out  of  every  7\.  This  presents  a  problem 
that  must  be  faced,  not  only  by  the  medical  profession,  but 
also  by  the  general  public,  for  it  is  an  undoubted  fact  that 
the  overwhelming  dread  of  cancer  that  possesses  almost 
everyone  in  whatever  class  of  society,  is  a  great  obstacle  in 
the  way  of  checking  the  ravages  of  the  disease.  Since, 
rather  than  run  the  risk  of  having  their  worst  fears  confirmed, 
many  sufferers  refrain  from  medical  examination,  and  it 
should  be  stressed  that  if  they  do  seek  medical  advice  at  an 
early  stage  in  many  cases  it  is  possible  to  combat  the  growth, 
and  even  to  eradicate  it  completely,  but  it  must  be  early. 
Medical  men  in  the  various  Cancer  Research  Departments 
are  doing  their  utmost  to  find  the  cause  and  a  cure,  and 
various  forms  of  treatment  apart  from  surgical  interference 
are  being  investigated  very  thoroughly.  In  many  instances 
Radium  is  undoubtedly  of  great  value  in  the  treatment  of 
cancer,  and  Radium  is  a  terribly  costly  commodity,  so  that 
the  Hospitals  where  Radium  treatment  is  practised  have  their 
good  work  curtailed  for  lack  of  money. 

Last  year,  under  the  leadership  of  Mr.  Sutcliffe,  our 
township  responded  in  a  very  generous  fashion  to  the  appeal 
for  help  in  providing  facilities  for  the  use  of  Radium  at 
Bradford,  and  indeed,  much  more  was  subscribed  than  was 
asked  of  our  community.  This  must  be  very  gratifying  to 
all  concerned.

POPULATION. 

The  estimate  of  resident  population  for  mid-year 
1937,  is  11,870.  This  is  the  figure  sent  out  from  the  office  of 
the  Registrar  General  at  Somerset  House.  For  the  previous 
year  the  figure  was  11,800,  so  there  is  an  increase  of  70. 
As  the  birth  rate  is  lower,  and  the  death  rate  higher  than 
normal,  this  can  only  mean  that  many  new  people  are  taking 
up  residence  in  Mirfield.

These  are  in  the  hands  of  the  West  Riding  County 

Council. 


A  dispensary  is  provided  at  1  Peel  Street, 
Huddersfield,  which  is  too  far  from  Mirheld. 

Cases  requiring  institutional  treatment  are  sent  to 
one  or  other  of  this  County  Sanatoria,  but  provision  must 
be  very  inadequate,  since  patients  experience  long  waits  as 
a  rule  before  a  place  is  found  for  them  at  any  of  the  following 
institutions Middleton  in  Wharfedale,  Ilkley ;  Morton 
Banks,  Keighley;  Dean  Head,  Horsforth ;  Cardigan  Carr  Gate, 
near  Wakefield;  Hearn  Hall,  Stanhope,  Wakefield;  High 
Wood  Hospital  for  Children,  Grentwood,  Essex. 


CROSSLEY  FEVER  PIOSPITAL. 

Mirheld  LhD.C.  is  a  constituent  member  of  the 
Liversedg'e  and  Mirheld  Joint  Hospital  Board,  and  accom¬ 
modation  is  reserved  for  infectious  diseases  at  the  Joint 
Hospital  at  Crossley,  Mirheld. 

The  hospital  meets  the  requirements  of  the  districts 
conveniently  and  efficiently.  It  is  well  situated,  soundly 
governed  and  efficiently  yet  economically  managed  and 
staffed,  and  fulfils  its  functions  admirably. 

It  has  accommodation  for  38  beds,  including  the 
observation  block,  but  heretofore  it  has  frequently  accom¬ 
modated  conveniently  and  quite  effectively  considerably  more 
than  this  number.  During  the  year  the  following  cases

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SMALL-POX  HOSPITAL. 

This  is  part  of  the  Crossley  Plospital  and  consists  of 
a  separate  block  on  the  North  side,  well  removed  from  the 
other  fever  block.  There  are  2  large  wards,  2  observation 
wards,  which  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district.  No  cases 
were  admitted  from  Mirfield  in  1937. 


DIPHTHERIA  ANTI-TOXIN. 

Good  use  continues  to  be  made  of  the  serum  which 
is  available  for  any  definite  or  suspected  case  of  diphtheria 
in  our  district. 


GENERAL  HOSPITAL. 

The  Mirfield  Memorial  Hospital  is  a  great  asset  in  a 
community  like  ours,  and  good  use  is  made  of  the  16  beds 
available.  In  addition  there  are  2  cots  for  children.  This 
is  not  nearly  enough,  I  consider  the  hospital  is  in  need  of  a 
separate  ward  for  children  only.  This  would  be  a  great  boon. 
Considerable  use  too  is  made  of  the  facilities  at  the 
Infirmaries  and  Hospitals  at  Leeds,  Bradford,  Huddersfield 
and  Dewsbury. 


AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

Infectious  cases  :  Two  Motor  Ambulances  are 
available,  one  for  ordinary  infectious  diseases  and  a  separate 
vehicle  for  small-pox  cases  only. 

Accidents  and  non-infectious  diseases  :  Two 
Motor  Ambulances  are  available — the  Ravensthorpe  Motor 
Ambulance  and  the  Mirfield  Motor  Ambulance.  These  fill 
the  requirements  of  the  district  very  effectively.

SCAVENGING. 

Conversions  to  water  carriage  system  too  continues 
to  make  headway,  and  all  round,  the  condition  of  the  district 
is  much  improved.  Details  of  conversions  and  improvements 
will  be  found  in  the  part  of  the  Report  dealt  with  by  the 
Sanitary  Inspector. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  is  nothing  to  add  to  or  detract  from 
observations  in  previous  reports.  Hopton  Council  School 
continues  to  be  the  only  really  satisfactory  Elementary 
School  Building  in  the  district. 
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SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

Under  our  present  system  of  private  Slaughter¬ 
houses,  with  unrestricted  hours  of  slaughtering,  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  accurate  supervision  of  all  carcases  at  each 
abattoir  to  be  carried  out.  In  view  of  the  large  amount  of 
meat  that  is  being  seized  and  condemned  I  fear  that  the  food 
supply  of  the  people  is  not  sufficiently  protected.  Is  there 
no  method  of  curtailing  hours  of  slaughter,  or  making  it 
imperative  that  all  carcases  must  be  seen  by  a  meat  inspector 
before  being  cut  up  or  taken  from  the  slaughter-house?  If 
not,  I  suggest  it  is  high  time  that  a  public  abattoir  was 
installed  where  all  carcases  can  be  viewed  before  disposal 
and  where  hours  of  use  would  be  restricted. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

This  is  very  satisfactory  and  continues  to  improve. 
In  nearly  every  case  where  camples  of  milk  were  taken  and 
examined,  these  proved  satisfactory  under  test.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the 

Sanitary  inspector  and  Cleansing  Superintendent 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Mir  field  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration 
my  ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  sanitary  conditions  apper¬ 
taining  to  your  district  at  the  end  of  the  year  1937 ;  that  part 
relating  to  the  Cleansing  Department  extending  to  the  end 
of  the  financial  year,  that  is  to  March  31st,  1938. 

The  review  of  the  year  shows  considerable  progress, 
especially  with  regard  to  Slum  Clearance,  Overcrowding,  and 
the  conversion  of  Privies  and  Ashpits.  The  second  year 
programme  is  now  complete,  and  the  tenants  from  the  areas 
concerned,  re-housed.  A  further  151  houses  are  to  be  erected, 
to  deal  with  the  third  year  programme.  The  question  of 
back-to-back  houses  is  already  receiving  the  attention  of  the 
Housing  Committee,  and  several  have  already  been  scheduled 
in  the  preparation  of  the  fourth  year’s  programme.  I  need 
not  go  into  details  of  the  re-housing  here.  A  statement  has 
been  prepared  giving  full  particulars,  and  is  included  in  the 
report.  This  I  recommend  for  your  careful  consideration ; 
it  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  Housing  Committee,  who 
have  carried  out  their  obligations  under  the  Housing  Acts. 
Overcrowding  has  also  received  careful  consideration  and 
progress  has  been  made  by  offering  to  overcrowded  families 
the  houses  which  have  become  vacant  from  time  to  time  on 
the  Council’s  various  Housing  Estates.  Several  cases  have 
been  decrowded  owing  to  marriages  and  removals.  Periodical 
visits  are  paid  to  all  overcrowded  houses,  and  the  remaining 
cases  will  be  considered  when  the  present  programmes  are 
completed. 

The  two  scavenging  waggons  completed  seven  years  and 
four  months  service,  at  the  end  of  December  1937.  The 
Health  Committee  considered  an  offer  by  the  Vulcan  Motor 
&  Engineering  Co.  Ltd.,  of  Southport,  for  two  demonstration 
vehicles,  constructed  so  as  to  meet  present  conditions,  which 
they  agreed  to  sell  to  the  Council  for  £800,  this  figure  being 
considerably  below  the  original  cost.  These  vehicles  were 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  purchased  on 
January  1st,  1938,  when  the  old  vehicles  were  taken  out  of 
commission. 
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The  old  vehicles  have  been  dealt  with  as  follows : — 
Motor  No.  2  has  been  converted  into  a  lorry  at  a  cost  of 
approximately  £15,  and  is  now  being  used  by  all  departments 
when  required,  Motor  No.  1  is  to  be  dismantled  and  used  as 
spare  parts  for  the  lorry. 

A  considerable  saving  was  effected  by  purchasing 
the  new  vehicles  because  the  question  of  new  vehicles  would 
have  had  to  be  considered  during  the  new  financial  year,  when 
the  trade  price  would  have  had  to  be  paid.  The  spare  waggon 
is  added  to  the  department  at  little  extra  cost.  The 
Committee  also  had  to  take  into  consideration  the  change 
in  the  composition  of  refuse  owing  to  the  progress  being  made 
in  the  conversion  of  privy-closets  and  wet  ashpits.  Fully 
seventy-five  per  cent,  of  our  refuse  is  now  dry.  i.e.,  ashes  and 
paper,  and  larger  capacity  vehicles  are  required.  One 
vehicle  is  specially  constructed  to  meet  this  need  and  it  can 
also  be  used  as  an  ambulance  should  occasion  require.  The 
total  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  is  less  than  last  year,  and 
consists  of  a  considerable  amount  of  paper.  For  years  now 
I  have  appealed  to  the  public  to  burn  more  refuse  and  the 
only  response  has  been  to  place  more  in  the  bins.  This  year 
I  would  urge  rate-payers  to  make  up  all  waste  paper  into 
bundles  securely  tied,  and  place  them  alongside  the  bin  for 
removal.  This  will  greatly  assist  in  loading  and  disposal  at 
the  Council’s  tip,  where  owing  to  paper  being  blown  about, 
extra  assistance  has  to  be  engaged  in  collection.  The 
neighbourhood  of  the  tip  is  constantly  littered  by  paper  and 
when  there  are  high  winds  it  is  an  impossible  task  keeping 
the  rubbish  under  control.  All  this  neglect  has  been  the 
cause  of  the  increase  of  scavenging  costings.  To  reduce 
these  costs  please  tie  up  your  paper  and  place  it  beside  the 
dust  bins  and  not  in  them,  and  in  addition  burn  as  much  as 
you  can  without  causing  annoyance  to  others.  A  statement 
of  the  year’s  costings  will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

In  conclusion,  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Sub-committee,  and  in  particular 
to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Housing  Committee, 
for  their  whole-hearted  support  and  interest  in  all  matters 
relating  to  the  work  of  the  department ;  also  to  all  officials 
of  the  Council  for  their  valuable  assistance  which  has  been 
greatly  appreciated.

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  district  receives  the  bulk  of  its  water  supply 
from  the  Huddersfield  Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant 
and.  direct  to  the  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  14  shallow  wells, 
4  springs,  and  one  private  reservoir,  supplying  62  houses. 
On  this  latter  means  of  supply  55  houses  are  solely  dependent 
and  7  houses  partly  dependent.  These  waters  have  been 
chemically  and  bacteriologically  examined  and  in  three  cases 
doubtful  results  were  reported.  This  state  of  affairs  is  now 
being  remedied. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

The  River  Calder  runs  through  the  district  and  is  in 
a  polluted  state  when  it  enters  the  district.  Any  pollution 
from  domestic  sewage  is  very  small  and  is  from  isolated 
houses  only.  The  manufacturers  treat  their  own  trade  waste 
and  discharge  their  effluent  in  the  river,  which  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Except  in  isolated  cases  the  district  is  well  provided 
with  sewers.  No  other  extension  has  been  made  during  the 
year.  When  the  Wellhouse  Building  Site  is  completed  it  will 
be  possible  to  sewer  a  greater  part  of  Crossley  Lane. 
Provision  for  this  has  already  been  made. 

Plans  for  a  scheme  of  sewage  disposal  are  in  course 
of  preparation  for  the  combined  treatment  of  both  domestic 
and  trade  waste  on  model  lines.

There  are  four  farmers  licensed  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  to  produce  and  sell  accredited  milk,  and  one 
licensed  to  produce  and  sell  tuberculin  tested ;  two  retailers 
have  supplementary  licenses  for  the  sale  of  pasteurised  milk, 
and  one  to  sell  accredited  milk.  The  whole  of  the  schools 
in  Mirfield  are  being  supplied  with  accredited  milk. 

Twenty-nine  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  for 
evidence  of  dirt,  and  other  contamination,  only  two  cases 
were  found  unsatisfactory,  and  the  vendors  warned.  Further 
samples  proved  satisfactory. 

The  report  on  the  inspection  of  the  cows  and  cow¬ 
sheds  in  the  district  by  the  Chief  Veterinary  Officer  of  the 
W.R.C.C.,  continues  to  be  excellent.  Four  cases  of 
Tuberculosis  have  been  detected  during  the  year,  these  have 
been  removed  and  destroyed  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order 
1924. 


INSPECTION  OF  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 


The  number  of  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  is 
now  ten,  seven  of  these  are  registered  and  three  licensed. 

Strict  supervision  is  being  exercised  over  the  shops 
and  slaughter-houses  within  the  district.

The  bulk  of  the  meat  condemned  concerned  one 
butcher  only  who  deals  in  poor  quality  animals.  Consider¬ 
able  time  is  taken  up  in  inspection  of  the  meat  owing  to  the 
fact  that  this  class  of  animal  is  most  frequently  found  to  be 
diseased  in  some  part  or  other,  and  slaughter  takes  place 
daily.  The  remainder  kill  first  class  animals  and  a  very 
small  proportion  calls  for  the  attention  of  this  department. 

Two  ofifences  were  detected  during  the  year,  one  for 
being  in  possession  of  diseased  meat  and  the  other  a  breach 
of  the  Public  Health  (Clean  Meat)  Regulations  1926.  Two 
summonses  were  issued  and  the  cases  heard  at  the  West 
Riding  Police  Court,  Dewsbury.  As  a  result,  fines  amounting 
to  ten  pounds  and  four  guineas  costs  were  imposed.  The 
summons  taken  out  under  the  Public  Health  (Clean  Meat) 
Regulations  1926  was  dismissed. 

With  regard  to  the  inspection  of  other  foods  these 
are  inspected  on  the  various  food  premises,  and  the  shops 
and  stalls  concerned.
